A Distinguished Service Cross, 
posthumously granted for extraor- 
dinary heroism in action to Capt. 
Charlies E. de Lario of Los Ange- 
jes, was received yesterday from the 
Wer Department by his . mother, 
Mra. Anna B. McKee, of 2707 West- 
ern avenue. Capt. De was 
killed while leading an advance 
against the Germans, near Verdun. 
November, 2, 1918, nine ys before 
the signing of the armistice.

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ERMANY'S SENTENCE. 

All the world will know today, through 
the publication of the synopsis of the peace 
treaty handed yesterday to the German 
commissioners ai Versailles, the price 
which the Hun must pay for his frenzicd 
attempt to crush his neighbors and ‘stab- 
lish German kuliur as the supreme law of 
nations. 

There is a significance that future gener- 
ations will not forget in the fact that on 
the fourth anniversary of the sinking of the 
Lusitania the American flag was. weving 
from a dozen fortresses on the banks of 
the Rhine and the Germans received, on 
their knees as it were, the terms of the 
treaty under which they must give up more 
than one-half the territory comprising the 
former German Empire, agree to the ceduc- 
tion of their army te a force not excesding 
100,000 men, abolish military conscription 
and consent to- be bound by the decrees of 
the League of Nations without receiving 
membership in that body. 

First and foremost in the treaty stands 
the covenant of the new League of Nations. 
This covenant is not only made a part of 
the treaty itself, but so many sections are 
made dependent upon the covenant that it 
would not be possible for the American 
Senate to reject the League of Nations 
without g the whole of the treaty. 
The articles of the covenant have been dis- 
cussed at length by The Times and there 
are no changes from the draft published 
more than a week ago. The Times belleves 
that the independence of this country is 
fully safeguarded; that it would not be pos- 
sible to force us into any foreign war 
against our will; that there is no menace 
to our freedom of disposition of purely na- 
tional questions. and that the league as a 
whole provides machinery for adjudicating 
international disputes without any neces- 
sity fer a recourse to arms.

IBERIA AND SOCIALISM. 

On several occasions The Times has 
presented the viewpoint of American sol- 
Miers now in Russia and Siberia. They have 
been exposed to climatic conditions that 
chijl them to the marrow. Even the germ 
of patriotism may be nipped in a below-zero 
atmosphere. The troops cannot always see 
the importance of their presence and what 
warmth they find is in a Bolshevist envi- 
ronment. When they are on absence they 
may fraternize with proponents of social- 
ism and the gossip and information that 
trickles through from the States invariably 
magnifies the spread of Bolshevism in the 
home land. 

Some of the conditions are eloquently 
presented’in a personal letter from a Los 


tok, Siberia. The letter was more than a 
month in coming, but there is no warrant 
that conditions have improved since {: was 
penned. It was written in fk that had been 
frozen and had to be thawed before it would 
flow. Among other things the writer says: 

“We recently received a number of pa- 
pers from the States and, while there was 
much to enjoy, I noticed that there wae 
more or less trouble through the outbreaks 


of the 1.W.W. and Socialists. This appears 
to be a matter of much concern everywhere. 
1 have talked with many of our soldiers 
bere in Siberia and reglly it is alarming to 
hear the way some of them converse on 
socialism—in fact, they are Socialists of 
the reddest and rankest order. I realize, 
though, that many of them are overtly bitter 
because they are held here while so many 
in balmy France are being discharged and 
sent back to their homes. I am as anxious 
to get back to the States as a fellow can be, 
but IT haven't lost my head and reasoning 
powers to the extent of becoming a focial- 
ist or, in biunt terms, a Bolshevik. As I 
have said, it is more than alarming the way 
some of the boys talk and there is no. rea- 
soning with them. Really, something should 
be done to prevent this agitation among the 
soldiers. 
hear so much talk of a socialistic nature I 
am beginning to feel rather alarmed over 
what may transpire on the demobiligation 
of our troops. I trust the six months’ pay 
bill goes through, for I feel that may tend 
to turn some of these foolish socialistic @ol- 
diers back to the fact that they are appre- 
ciated and that there is still some good in 
the world. . 

“Take Russia as an example of socialism. 
For the last three years what has taken 
place? Nothing but bloodshed, pillage or 
starvation. Then stop and consider that 
out of a vast population of 175,000,000 they 
can’t find a man or a group of men whom 
the Socialists consider capable to rule or 
lead! Socialism is like a shfp at sea with- 
out a rudder. It seems ridiculous that, with 
all the natural resources of Russia, such a 
despairing condition can exist. 1 feel that 
much the same situation would develop in 
the United States if socialism should ever 
reach the proportions it has over here, for, 
although men better qualified for leadership 
would be found than here in distressed Rus- 
sia, the majority of Socialists are thought- 
less and improvident people who are not 
capable of taking care of themselves nor of 
trusting themselves or others. Nothing can 
thrive or properly exist under such condi- 
tions. May the Heavenly Pather save our 
wonderful and beautiful land from the trag 
edies of socialism I sincerely hope the au- 
thorities will use every means to curb these 
Bolshevists from becoming the bloodthirsty 
‘and pillaging mob they are here in Russia. 
One of our own soldiers, in arguing for so- 
cialism here last night, said that he hoped 
La Follette would run for the Presidency 
at the next election—and this a man who 
should have been punished for being pro- 
Getman!” 


‘The writer of the letter is Ralph &. 
Bourne of Co. E, Replacement Battalion, 
American Expeditionary Forces in Siberia. 
He was then in tae hospital at Viadivostok, 
but expected and hoped to be back on’ duty 
in a few days.

CAPT. HOWARD ANGUS BACK 


“Times” Sport Writer Returns After a 
Brilliant Career in France. | 


Capt. Howard W. Angus, who quit 
writing sports for The Times on 
May 10, 1917, to enter the first of- 
ficers’ training camp at the Presidio, 
returned to Los Angeles yesterday 
with a war record that is as bril- 
lant as it is unique. It took him 
seventeen months to get to the front 
as a second lieutenant and seventeen 
Gays after he got there to convince 
the commanding officer that he was 


enough of a fighter to be 
twice for gallantry on the field. 

Angus is one of the “undisciplined 
college boys” Mr. Yon Hindenburg 
wrote about @ couple of years ago. 
and the men he led were the “un- 
willing conscripts” of which Mr. Von 
Hindenburg also spoke. When he 
entered the Argonne Forest fight at 
the head of Co. D, Three Hundred 
and Sixty-second Infantry, Ninety- 

Division, he and his company 

were a first-class sample of the “un- 
trained American troops” that the 
Huns were going to slaughter, and 
they gave an account of themselves 
that forms a brilliant chapter in the 
war's history. 

In one day Angus, a shavetail lieu- 
tenant, ripped with his company 
through. eleven miles of concrete- 


Angus rejoined his old company and 
took command of it at the Lye 
Scheidt during the last drive there 
on October 27, and, after marching 
steadily for a day and a night, took 
part in an attack the following 
morning. He remained in command 
of hig company there and brought’ 
them home, being mustered out at 
Cheyenne on May 3. 

Capt. Angus is now at tne home 
of his parents in Arcadia with his 
wife, recuperating after his two 
tough years in the service. Until he 
entered the army he had spent the 

r of his career in the pur. 
suit of knowledge, having gradu- 
ated from Occidental.College in 1913 
and University of Southern 
nia college of law three years jlaten 
He wrote sports on The Times from 
1914 to 1917 and ih addition was 
well known as an all-around ath- 
lete, having participated in the an- 
nual slaughter of the evening sport 
writers at the hands of the morn- 
Ing sport writers both on the dia- 
mond and the gridiron.
